Claims 1 , 5-7 ami U) were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by 
WO 9835550 which teaches a nucleic acid molecule encoding a partem comprising a sequence 
of greater than 95% homologous to SHQ ID NO:64 of the present invention. 

In order to expedite allowance of claims, Applicants have amended Claims 1 , 7 and 10 to 
recite nucleic acid molecules 95% identical (o SEQ ID NOs. 6 and 65, thus rendering the 
rejection moot. 

In view of the foregoing Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Examiner's 
rejection of Claims 1 , 5-7 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a). 

2. Rejecti on of Claims I, 5*7 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) . 

Claims I, 5-7 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
WO 9637609 and Kothapclli ct al. which teach a nucleic acid molecule encoding a protein 
comprising u sequence of greater than 95% homologous ro SEQ )l) NO:64 of the present 
invention. 

In order to expedite allowance of claims, Applicants have amended Claims 1 , 7 and 10 to 
recite nucleic acid molecules 95% identical to SEQ ID NOs. 6 and 65, thus rendering ihe 
rejection moot. 

In view of the foregoing Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Examiner's 
rejection of Chums 1, 5-7 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b).

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In order to expedite allowance of claims, Applicants have amended Claims 1 and 10 lo 
recite nucleic acid molecules 95% identical to SEQ JD NOs. 6 and 65, thus rendering the 
rejection moot. 

In view of the foregoing Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Examiner's 
rejection of Claims 1,5-7 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). 

4. Rejection of Claims h 5-7 a nd 1 0 under 35 U,S.C. 1 02(e), 

Claims 1 , 5-7 and 10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(c) as anticipated by U.S. Patents 
6,300,488 and 6,379,945. which teach a nucleic acid molecule encoding a protein comprising a 
sequence of greater than 95% homologous to SEQ ID NO:64 of the present invention. 

In order to expedite allowance of chums, Applicants have amended Claims 1 , 7 and 10 to 
recite nucleic acid molecules 95% identical to SEQ ID NOs. 6 and 65, thus rendering the 
rejection moot. 

Tn view of the foregoing Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Examiner's 
rejection of Claims 1,5-7 and 10 under 35 U.S.C, 102(e). 

5. Rejjg^on of Cla ims 5-7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) . 

Claims 5-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as anticipated by FujiwaracL ah and 
Kamimura et al. which teach a nucleic acid molecule encoding uproiem comprising a sequence 
of greater than 95% homologous to SEQ ID NO:64 of the present invention. 

In order to expedite allowance of claims, Applicants have amended Claim I (from which 
Claims 5 and 6 depend) and Claim 7 to recite nucleic acid molecules 95% identical to SEQ ID 
NOs. 6 anil 65, thus rendering the rejection moot. 

In view of the foregoing Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the Examiner's 
rejection of Claims 5-7 under 35 U.S.C, 103(a). 
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6. Rejection of Claims 3 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second par agra ph 

Claims 3 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph for the reasons of 

record. 

In response to the Examiner's rejection, Applicants have amended Claims 1 and 10 lo 
recite nucleic acid sequences fully complementary lo nucleic acid sequences encoding ecdysoue 
receptors of the present invention, thus making Claims 3 and 12 definite tinder 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, 

hi view of the foregoing Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of ihe Examiner's 
rejection of Claims 3 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.
